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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Bryan D. Kirkpatrick (Reg. No.53,135),agreed to amend claim 25 as follows: at the 
end of first line add "comprising an operational panel" in third line delete "located on" 
add "of; in line five delete "located on" add "of and at the end of line five, add 'wherein 
the second side is"; further at the end of line six add "substantially"; at the end of line 
seven add " wherein the scanning channel and the operation panel respectively lie in 
substantially parallel planes and substantially overlap one another in a direction 
substantially perpendicular to the substantially parallel planes", by this examiner's 
amendment the application believe to be in condition for allowance as further discussed 
below. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to the final office action, dated 08/25/08, further in view of applicant's amendments filed 
on 06/24/08, the application has been carefully reviewed and respectfully considered. 

Claims 17 and 19-22 have been allowed in the previous Office action, and claims 
1-16, 18, and 23-30 were rejected. Claim18 is cancelled by applicant, and claims 1-17 
and 19-30 are currently pending. Applicant's remarks and arguments discussed in page 
7 through 10, has been found persuasive, and the rejection has been withdrawn, and 
therefore, claims 1-17, and 19-30 are allowed for the reasons set forth below: 

With respect to claims 1-16, the prior art searched and of record neither 
anticipates nor suggests the claimed invention. In particular, an operation panel at the 
housing for a user to input a data and a scanning order; and a scanning apparatus at 
least partially in the housing capable of controlling a scanning operation after receiving 
the scanning order, a scanning channel configured as a passage in the single housing 
for a to-be-scanned document; wherein the scanning channel and the operation panel 
respectively lie in substantially parallel planes and substantially overlap one another in a 
direction substantially perpendicular to the substantially parallel planes. 

Further, with respect to claims 17, 19-24 ['17' i.e., independent] the prior art 
searched and of record neither anticipates nor suggests a control processing unit at 
least partially in the housing and electrically connected to the operation panel for 
directing logic operation and data processing, and receiving the scanning order; and a 
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scanning apparatus at least partially in the housing and electrically connected to the 
control processing unit for scanning a to-be-scanned document, the control processing 
unit being capable of controlling the scanning operation of the scanning apparatus after 
receiving the scanning order, the scanning apparatus comprising: a scanning channel 
for the to-be-scanned document; a light source positioned in a side of the scanning 
channel to provide the light for scanning; and a photo-electronic imaging device 
positioned in the side of the scanning channel to capture image of the to-be-scanned 
document; wherein the scanning channel and the operation panel respectively lie in 
substantially parallel planes and substantially overlap one another in a direction 
substantially perpendicular to the substantially parallel planes and wherein the scanning 
apparatus is capable of scanning concurrently two sides of the to-be scanned 
documents. 

As to claims 25-30, the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates nor 
suggests an apparatus comprising: means for entering a scanning job comprising an 
operation panel; means for transmitting a document through a scanning channel; means 
for scanning a first image of a first side of the document; and means for scanning a 
second image located on a second side of the document, wherein the second side is 
opposite the first side, wherein the first and second images are concurrently scanned, 
and; wherein the scanning channel and the operation panel respectively lie in 
substantially parallel planes and substantially overlap one another in a direction 
substantially perpendicular to the substantially parallel planes. 
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Therefore, claims 1-17, 19-30, are Allowed for the reasons the claimed invention 
are distinct from the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates nor suggests 
the claimed invention alone or in combination
